HAY-MARKET THEATRE. 

Last night, Macbeth was again performed here, and we therefore re- 
sume our notice from Tuesday’s publication. In the earlier part of the 
Play, though not so successful as in the latter, Mr. Kean exhibited much 
good reading and clear perception. We were greatly impressed by his 
manner in the scene, after the murder, in which he gives the well-known 
soliloquy. He appeared to be overwhelmed with the thoughts of having 
stained his hands with innocent blood, his crime conjures up to his imagi- 
nation the instrument with which it was perpetrated ; and, with a thrill of 
horror, and consciousness of guilt rushing upon his senses, he, in the 
most startling manner proceeds—“ Is this a dagger,” &c. Again ; his 
manner when urged by Lady Macbeth to murder the sleeping King was 
deeply studied, and highly effective. His dresses, as well as those of 
Miss Tree were all but perfection; but we cannot pass the same com- 
pliment on Mr. Phelps’s dressing of Macduff: He should bear in mind 
that excellence as an actor will not always supersede the necessity of at- 
tention in this particular. However, we can easily overlook this inatten- 
tion in Mr. Phelps; for the manner in which he played the part of Mac- 
duff quite disarms us of the censure we intended, upon his first appear- 
ance in the piece, to have applied to his dressing it. Mr. H. Wallack’s 
Banquo is altogether feeble and ineffective; nor was it redeemed by his 
manner or acting when supposed to visit the banquet in the form of a 
spirit, for he quite dispelled the idea of anything supernatural, by a pair 
of noisy, high-heeled boots, which clattered at every step. Mr. Howe’s 
: performance of Malcolm was judicious. The three Witches—Messrs. 
Bennett, Webster, and Strickland, looked as frightful a trio of beldames, 
as can reasonably be conceived ; nor wou!d any of the effect have been 
lost, had Mr. Bennett endeavoured less to make himself conspicuous, as 
well in the vehemence with which he gave the reading of the part, as his 
general manner. His performance was not on a par, to our mind, with 
either Mr.Webster or Mr.Strickland’s. ThePhilosophers of Berlin fol- 
lowed the Tragedy, and though (as we reported on its first performance) 
not of the first order its language and style are pleasent, and the acting of 
a superior nature. Bob Short concluded.
